Indiana’s College GO!

e Started in 2009 with a focus on high school
students, later expanded to all K-12 students

e Officially kicks off the last week of September
(25-29)
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College GO! Goals

K-8 Students:

* Increase aspirations for higher education
* Support college and career exploration

* Encourage enrollment in 21st Century Scholars (7t/8th
grade)

High School Students:
« 9th grade: Create a graduation plan

e 10t grade: Complete a career interest assessment
« 11t grade: Visit a college campus
« 12th grade: Apply to college

e Started in 2004 in NC, expanded to all 50 states through
an initiative with ACE (American Council on Education)
called ACAC (American College Application Campaign)

* Goal: get more students, especially low-income and first-
generation students, to apply to college

* New this year: states choose their own College
